Items of Interest Picked Up ironi Va­ 
rious Sources tor tlie Beiieiit 
of “ Democrat” Keaders. 


There will be a hearinijc before 
the interstate commerce 
commis­ 
sion at Washington today of tiie 
petition of 
the

railroad 
companies for an extension of tlie 
time in which thev are retjiiired to 
have their eipiipment supplied with 
automatic 
couplers 
aiul 
safety 
brakes. 
T he time set for compli­ 
ance with the law is January i, 
1898. 
T he railroads are asking for 
an 
extension of live years. 
The 
railroad employes 
will 
be repre­ 
sented at tlie hearing today by the 
chiefs of their ditTerent organiza­ 
tions, A rthur for the 
engineers, 
Sargent for the firemen, Clark for 
the conductors and IMorrissey for 
the railway trainmen. 
A meeting of the four chiefs of 
the railroad employes was held yes­ 
terday at the Raleigh hotel to ar- 
range a programme for the hear­ 
ing. 
It 
was 
decided 
that 
Mr. 
Morrissey, as cliief of the railway 
trainmen, the organization most in­ 
terested in the law, should speak 
for all the orgranizations. 
The act 
compelling the railroads to equip 
their trains with safety appliances 
was 
passed 
during 
the 
closing 
hours of the administration of Pres­ 
ident Harrison, after a protracted 
and bitter contest. 
The act was 
approved ^larch a. 
1893, and it 
gave the railroads about five years, 
or until January i, 189S, to com­ 
ply with the law. 
The same act 
provided that the railroad compa­ 
nies should equip their cars with 
hand rails and draw bars before 
July I, 1895. 
T h e last reports made 
by 
the 
commission upon 
the 
equipment 
show 
that 
the 
passenger 
trains 
were almost entirely equipped as 
required by law, but that in very 
few cases had the companies sup­ 
plied their freight cars with the 
appliances, many companies ecjuip- 
ping not more than a third of their 
cars. 
T he last annual report 
of 
the 
commission shows that 181 i 
railroad employes were killed dur­ 
ing the year and 25.696 injured, a 
decrease of twelve in the number 
killed and 2274 in the number in­ 
jured, as compared with the pre­ 
vious year.

SELF-FLATTERY. 


One of 
the Unconscious Tendencies of 
Human Nature. 
The tendency to make our own 
tastes the standard and our own eliai- 
acters the normal ty pes of soundness 
and strength is both general and deep. 
Most of us are probably unaware ot 
the ex tent to which we unconsciously 
flatter ourselv es by giv ing prominence 
to our particular way of 
meeting 
ev ents and dealing with them. Ah - 
solute honesty witii ourselv es is a v ery 
rare v irtue; most of us shield ourselv es 
from clear, uncompromising, relent­ 
less truth. 
It is sometimes both pa­ 
thetic and amusing to hear the en­ 
tirely unconscious ex pressions of con­ 
ceit which come from the lips of tliosc 
who hav e no thought of betray ing 
their own self-satisfaction. This v ein 
of conceit, as a rule, through all onr 
comment upon other people; as v /q 
sagely reflect on their habits, manners 
and characteristics, we continually 
pay inferential compliments to our­ 
selv es. 
If we say of a neighbor tliat 
he has great tact and skill in dealing 
with people, that he av oids collisions 
and secures his ends by perv ading 
friendliness and courtesy , wc are quite* 
likely to add: ^‘1 can’t do things that 
way . I hav e to speak out and let peo­ 
ple know precisely what I think;” the 
inference being, of course, that there 
is a kind of heroic truthfulness in iis 
which our neighbor lacks. 
It is sug­ 
gestiv e to note that the man who lay s 
this particular balm to his heart is 
v ery often the kind of man who is al­ 
way s stirring up useless and foolish 
animosity hy lack of courtesy and con­ 
sideration. 
The man who delights 
to call himself plain and blunt is 
often called hy his neighbors discour­ 
teous and rude; and his neighbors are 
v ery often sound in their judgment. 
The possession of tact does not imply 
the faintest touch of insincerity , and 
the man who ^'alway s speaks his mind” 
is often v ery oflensiv e, without pos­ 
sessing any superior sense of truthful­ 
ness. A v ery emotional person is like­ 
ly to credit herself with unusual sen­ 
sitiv eness, when she may he 
con­ 
spicuously lacking in that somewhat 
unusual quality ; and a v ery calm per­ 
son is prone to speak of her feelings 
as quiet hut deep. 
Thus we fall into 
the habit of flattering ourselv es at the 
ex pense of those who differ from us, 
and we need to set a watch upon our­ 
selv es. 
A trained car will detcet a 
false note in the v oice; a clear intelli­ 
gence will protect ns ev en from un­ 
conscious conceit.— N. Y. Outlook.
